When the World Cup 
field was extended from 
the traditional 16 to 24 
teams, the debate over 
this “‘dilution’’ of soccer’s 
greatest showcase wes 
immediately launched and 
atill continues. 

There seems to be con- 
sensus among the “experts” 
that the appearance of coun- 
tries like New Zealand, Ku- 
wait, Cameroon, Honduras 
and El Salvador wil! do noth- 
ing for the improvement of top 
standards at the Mundial. 

A Bundesliga manager in 
Germany stated, for instance, 
that “there, is no valid reason 
for having teams such as those 
at the World Cup”. 

Of course, there are dis- 
senting opinions, such as that 
of English manager Ron 
Greenwood, who said that the 
most pleasing aspect of the 
draw for his nation is that Eng- 
land plays Kuwait last in the 
first round. 

Whatever the doubters may 
say, it is almost certain that 
one or more of the “‘big guns”’ 
will come down to earth with a 
resounding thud in Spain. 

Just about every World Cup 
final since 1930 has provided 
major shocks courtesy of the 
“also rans,”’

Despite uncertainty about whether Argen- 
tina and three British teams will compete be- 
cause of the Falklands situation, preparations 
for the 1982 World Cup in Spain are on 
schedule for one of the world’s premier spor- 
ting events. 

The quadriennial tournament will peak with the 
championship game on July 11 in Madrid. A television 
audience estimated at 1.3 billion is expected to tune in on 


the opening ceremony in Barcelona on June 13. 


The World Cup ignites emotions and kindles nation- 
alistic fervor from Argentina to Zaire. Millions are spent 
to prepare teams for the big event, and nations literally 
have gone to war after a World Cup qualifying match. (El 
Salvador and Honduras fought their 1969 “‘soccer war”’

over other, longstanding issues, but everyone remembers 
the immediate cause was a game.) 

Every soccer pundit has a favorite World Cup tale. 
Italy's highly-paid superstars sneaked home at dawn in 
1966 after North Korea had eliminated them from the 
tournament in England with a 1-0 upset. In 1950, the 
United States scored a stunning upset over England in 
Belo Horizonte, Brazil, by the same score. London’s 
newspapers, bordered in black, announced a “‘dark day 
for England.” 

There is no chance of that happening this year. The 
United States, because of its chronic inability to beat 
Canada and Mexico, has failed to qualify for a World Cup 
since 1950. 





Who will be the star of the 1982 World Cup? 


Predictably, he will come 
from the winning team — and 
this narrows the field to the 
favorites, Brazil, 
Argentina and

Spain. 

Most gurus, not unnaturally, 
tip Maradona, Zico, Rumme- 
nigge and Breitner to steal the 
1982 show. 

But I’m not so sure; don’t be 
surprised if the No, 1 star of 
the series turms out to be a 
Spaniard such as Arconada, 
Zamora or Satrustegui. 

The World Cup, as usual, 
wilt make and break many 
reputations. This has been the 
case at all World Cups I’ve 
seen since 1986. 

Then, in England, the series 
produced the stunning talent of 
Franz Beckenbaver — and 
turned out to be the graveyard 
of such celebrities as Gar- 
incha, Bellini, Rattin and half 
the Italian team.

And Australia, which achieved an upset of sorts in hold- 
ing Chile to a draw in 1974, isn’t there either. 


Most of the favorites in this year’s tournament, which 
has been expanded from 16 to 24 teams, are showing signs 
of nervousness and are struggling to reach top form. 
Nobody seems anxious to repeat the mistake of West 
Germany, one of the favorites for the 1978 tournament in 
Argentina. 

The Germans played exceptionally well in exhibition 
games in South America about a year before the tourna- 
ment, but folded in the tournament — an obvious case of 
peaking too soon. 

This year, the critics are wondering whether Brazil 
might not have done the same thing. A year ago, the 
Brazilians had a highly successful European tour, defeat- 
ing the best teams on the continent. ir most recent 
tests, however, have been 1-1 ties and slim, unconvincing 
victories over uninspired competition, and coach Tele 
Santana has to be wondering if his team will be at peak 
form in Spain. 

Althouse there is no clear-cut favorite, most experts 
are predicting the winner will be one of the last three 
champions — Argentina (1978), West Germany (1974) and 
Brazil (1970) — or one of two European dark horses — 
Spain, with the home field advantage, and the surpris- 
ingly strong Soviet Union. 


And what about the teams? 

As I have said, only four 
have a real chance of winning: 
Brazil, Germany, Argentina 
‘and Spain. On the others, you 
can give the odds of 1000 to 
one.

These two went like lambs to 
the slaughter.

There. it's done. I’ve bla- 
tantly ‘played coach’, with no 
regrets, though. I was so dis- 
gusted by the shambles I 
watched. last week that I felt 
impelled to voice my opinion. 
For some strange reason 
many players here think that 
it’s okay for spectators to say 
what should have been done on 
the field yet it’s a taboo sub- 
ject for a journalist.

Before he took to 
the pitch, the general 
feeling was that Alan 
Ball would lift Flo- 
reat Athena and WA 
soccer. 

Only minutes of his 
WA debut had tran- 
spired before it 
became evident that 
the hopes and ambi- 
tions of many were 


on the way to becom- 


ing reality. 


The effervescence and maj- 
esty of 37-year-old Ball on 
Sunday gave the sport in this 
State a much-needed injection 
of glamor. 

Ball, whose skills are known 
the world over, Is in Perth for 
a month — courtesy of former 
Athena and WA players John 
and Peter Pilkadaris. 

The Pilkadaris brothers are 
directors of the VIP Bread 
manufacturing company. They 
claim VIP means Very Im- 
portant Product and indeed on 
Sunday 3000 fans at a damp 
Perry Lakes Stadium had the 
cockles of their hearts 
warmed by one very important 
person. 

Ball didn’t have to do much, 
but when he did it was magic. 

He was the master and the 
architect who led Floreat 
Athena out of the wilderness 
and showed it just how to find 
the net. 

Before this game, against 
Olympic Kingsway, Athena 
had won only two of its eight 
matches and was in eighth 
position. Ninety minutes later 
its 4-1 win had taken it to fifth

And the two men who most 
enjoyed the appearance of Ball 
were Athena coach and winger 
John Sydenham and striker 
Ted MacDougal. They were 
former teammates of Ball at 
Southampton, which was evi- 
dent during the game. 

Within 10 minutes of the 
opening whistle, the trio had 
Athena one up. 

The build-up began in 
defence where Ball won the 
ball and played a through pass 
to Sydenham. His flick through 
the defence found the eager 
MacDougal who thumped the 
net for his first field goal since 
joining Athena this year. 

Olympic, younger in years 
but lacking finishing power, 
equalled soon after, before 
Ball decided it was time his in- 
fluence showed again. 

He took a corner and his 
kick, with superb height and 
weight, found Keith Walker, 
whose header landed in the 
net. 

Further goals in the second 
half to MacDougal (a left-foot 
hook that easily could be the 
goal of the year) and Syden- 
ham, in the last 30 seconds, in- 
Stilled confidence into that 
pair and more cheer into the 
boisterous Greek community. 

It was over. Ball had in- 
itiated the team movements 
and introduced the winning 
moves that Athena hadn’t been 
able te convert In previous 
weeks. 

He later commented that he 
had thoroughly enjoyed the 
match — “Just as I-do any 
game of football.” 

“I enjoyed being with them 
and I think they enjoyed 
maving me with them,” Ball 
said. 


“I have been extremely im- 
pressed with the enthusiasm 
and professionalism shown by 
Athena and everyone at the 
club has made me most wel- 
eT am in Perth 
calf eax Sees me 
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Athena but mainly to promote 
soccer in WA. Football is my 
top love and promoting the 
game is what I love doing.” 

Ball said he was not inter- 
ested in playing in Melbourne 
or Sydney after his stint with 
Flereat Athena finishes on 
June 14. . 

“I am going home to Eng- 
land to have a holiday with my 
wife and four children,”’ he 
said.

Little midfielder Carl Holford may make his 
debut for South Melbourne Hellas in the PSL 
Match of the Day against Sydney Olympic at 


Middle Park on Sunday. 


The game will be shown on Channel 0/28 on Sunday night. 

Holford was signed from Victorian State League club Frank- 
ston City for $6500 last week. 

Hellas had been negotiating for Jim Madden, 21, captain and 
midfielder of Luton Town reserves. 

However, Hellas coach Tommy Docherty, having heard that 
Holford was playing in Victoria, told Hellas that Holford was a 
better player than Madden and advised the club to sign him. 

He had seen Holford play for the Manchester City reserves and 
for Bury, where he had 104 senior games. 

If he gets a game against Olympic, he may take the place of 
Billy Rogers, who is in danger of being suspended after being 
shown the yellow card against Makedonia. 

Meanwhile, Docherty still has not made a move for Brian 
Greenhoff of Leeds, because he first wants to evaluate the 
players he has. 

On the other hand, Docherty may not be around for much long- 
er. He continues to stress that he does not know whether he can 
return to Hellas after going home in three week’s time. 

If he does not come back, Hellas will have to look for a new 
coach and thus will be in the same predicament as J.U.S.T. 

Jim Milne however, appears to be doing an excellent job as 
J.U.S.T.’s caretaker coach. If no-one else is available, why not 
appoint him full-time? 

Olympic coach Doug Collins has the option of using English 
newcomer Mike Coady, but Collins would prefer to give Coady a 
few more games in his youth team while he acquaints himself 
with Olympic’s style of play. 

Olympic has not fared well on its two visits to Melbourne this 
season. Against Heidelberg, it struggled to a 2-2 draw thanks to 
substitute Tommy Gavin, and against Makedonia, it lost 1-4. 

Since that defeat, Olympic drew 0-0 with Canberra and lost 0-1 
to Wollongong. 

Hellas won and drew in its past two games and, according to 
Sydney City coach Eddie Thomson, Hellas is one of the best 
teams in the league, despite that bad run during which it did not 
win a game in seven weeks. 

A highlight of the match will be Steve Blair’s tussle with Olym- 
pic’s Mark Kousas. They both were members of the successful 
Australian youth team last season. 

Heidelberg is only two points from the leaders but its advance 
may be halted by Newcastle at the International Sports Centre. 
Newcastle gained confidence from its 3-1 victory over Canberra, 
and has been strengthened by Scottish import Jim Hamilton who 
arrived only a day before that match. 

Heidelberg coach Len McKendry has a distinct problem in mid- 
field. Last week, against J.U.S.T., he had Jimmy Rooney back, 
but in the end, he felt it necessary to push Charlie Yankos into 
midfield to strengthen the team in that department. 

Wollongong coach Ken Morton remained true to his word when 
his men beat Olympic 1-0 last week. He had predicted a Wollon- 
gong victory, which was achieved through tight defensive play. 

Morton said at the time he made that prediction that Wollon- 
gong also would beat Sydney City, the new league leader. 

That match will take place at Sydney Athletic Field on Sunday. 

Arno Bertogna and Chris Dunleavy will have a spirited battle 
with Sydney City strikers John Kosmina and David Mitchell, and 
Wollongong probably will rely on breaks via Phil O’Connor and 
Peter Tredinnick. 

If Wollongong succeeds, APIA will get its chance to take over 
at the top of the ladder. 

APIA meets visiting Brisbane Lions in what should be an ac- 
tion-packed game at Lambert Park. 

Brisbane Lions’ Col Bennett, Bobby Ferris, Alan Niven and Bob 
McSkimming have what it takes to stop Marshall Soper and Se- 
bastian Giampaolo, but Lions appear doomed in midfield, where 
they do not have as much flair as John Bradley & Co. 

Makedonia coach Peter Olferton joked that he would have to 
place ads for “‘bricklayers” before the game against West Adel- 
aide at Hindmarsh. He reckons he'll need people to bulld a wall 
around the Makedonia goal. 

West Adelaide has, indeed, been riding the crest of a wave, and 
in view of Makedonia’s poor results away from home, West must 
be favored to win. 

Neil McGachey provides the type of deep cover in defence that 
will make it hard for Doug Brown to break away, and Makedonia 
may have toi play without George McMillan who injured his leg 
against Hellas. 

Graham Honeyman is sure to have a marker on him because 
he’s been scoring regularly, and Steve Beech probably will look 
after that consistent winger, Graham Heys. 

West Adelaide is so close to the lead now, that it dares to dream 
about what appeared to be unattainable early this year.

How did it happen? 

As every event in his- 
tory is carefully record- 
ed, so should this one 
be and credit given 
where it is due. 

For those who might 
just have arrived from 
the European shores, it 
is important to note that 
soccer in Australia is 
“small fry’? compared 
with most countries. 

It is for that reason 
that the game always has 
depended on a few en- 
thusiastic souls with no 





financial rewards. This 
was all the more so in the 
early 5@’s, when a group 
of enthusiastic amateurs 
founded the Toongabie 
Football Club, with its 
+ home ground in Girra- 
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ween Park. 

a As a Second Division 
side in 1959, Toongabie 
won the Ampol Cup. A 
group of the most en- 
thusiastic supporters de- 
cided to form a Too- 
ngabie and District 
Soccer Club Ltd, purcha- 

> af sing 5} acres of land, out- 
laying some $2500 with 

> 4 some very ambitious 
plans. 

However, these didn’t 
come about and sub- 
sequently the club with- 
drew from the NSW 
Soccer Federation. 

It continued to operate 
as a junior club, com- 
peting in the local dis- 
trict association. But 

>! those amateur days did 
not last long. 

So the club entered the 
NSW 3rd division in 1971 
and over the next seven 
years was promoted to 
the NSW State League. 

A year after it entered 


the NSW 3rd division. it 
was apparent to those in 
the club’s hierarchy, that 
a “roof over your head’’ 
is the next step. The 
junior arm of the almost 
defunct Toongabie and 
District Soccer club 
stepped in to purchase 
the land which was to 
become clubs property. 

Peter Thorne, the then 
president of the club, de- 
cided to purchase the 
jand from the local coun- 
cil for the amount of 
unpaid rates (some 
$2000) and that was the 
start of the big things 
which happened to this 
soccer club over the next 
eight years. 

“It was an easy deci- 
sion to make,” remem- 
bers Peter Thorne. 
“However, I would like 
to mention that the roots 
of our success lie in the 


fact that so many men 
have given their time 
and money, volunteering 
their services to make 
this whole venture pos- 
sible for us. 


We should not forget 
the names of Bill McDo- 
well senior, Stan Tarr or 
Gordon Husband, those 
early footballing pio- 
neers of the late fifties, 
then Bill Parkhouse, the 
more recent Father of 
the club, and many 
others”’. 

Bill Parkhouse was in 
fact the long-serving 
president of the junior 
club during the sixties 
and was succeeded as 
president by Peter 
Thorne in the early sev- 
enties. 

Roles were reversed 
once more in 1974, when 
Parkhouse became the 
new president and 
Thorne the Secretary, 
but while the president 
ended his active soccer 
days in 1978, Thorne is 
still going strong and 
hopes to be associated 
with the club for a long 
time yet. 

“We were not ready 
for the PSL, and in fact 
didnt’ think we stood a 
chance of getting a place 
among those 14 clubs 
when we applied in 
1979,’’ said Mr Thorne.

In fact three distinct 
groups are _ training 
every day in search of 
skills which are going to 
bear fruit, desirable to 
the pallet of a soccer 
gourmet in years to 
come. 

U/1l, U/12 and U/13 
age groups are under the 
coaching eye of David 
Lee, supervised by Doug 
Utjesenovic and ultim- 
ately Rale Rasic. 

The long and tedious 
process of producing 
local players has started. 
They will not compete in 
League’ encounters, 
giving them a distinctive 
advantage. They will not 
have unnecessary pres- 
sure put upon them. 

They will not be fight- 
ing for points, looking for 
the ever-elusive semi- 
final of grand-final spot. 
They will not have to 
worry about winning but 

























only about learning the 
skills of this great game. 

You might say that 
being competitive is part 
of bringing up all those 
who wish to become 
soccer players. That is 
also being taken care of.

“Soccer Is a simple 
game, often complicated, 
unfortunately, by people’’. 

This oft-quoted phrase, 
made famous by Allen Wade, 
Director of Coaching in Eng- 
land, was never brought home 
more clearly to me than it was 
last week. 

The occasion of course was 
the visit of Watford and the 
man who brought it home 
was Watford's manager, 
Graham Taylor. 

What an honest, well-spoken 
and friendly person this guy is. 
His opinions of the game are 
simplicity itself and he would 
certainly be the most un- 
complicated person I have 
met. 

Paddy Gerard, former Man- 
chester Utd player, once said 
that when Jock Stein, Matt 
Busby and Bill Shankly spoke 
about soccer, a six-year-old 
boy could understand them.

manager Jock Stein. 

And after Hartford had a 
hole discovered in his heart 
during a routine medical prior 
to his planned transfer from 
West Bromwich to Leeds 
during the latter’s heyday. The 
transfer fell through as Leeds 
got cold feet and Hartford, 
now with Manchester City, 
must still be laughing at them. 

Jock Stain also has some- 
thing to prove in Spain. In 
Scotland and adulation sur- 


rounding Stein is comparable 


to the esteem in which Matt 
Busby, Bill Shankly, or even 
Sir Alf Ramsay was held after 
winning the 1966 World Cup for 
England. He is without any 
doubt the greatest soccer 
expert of his nation at present, 
a real living legend. 

The peak of Stein’s manage- 
rial career was reached in 
1967, when his Celtic side 
became the first British club 
to win the European 
Champions’ Cup-the same 
year that Scotland — built 
upon Celtic players — inflicted 
the first defeat on England’s 
world champion squad. 

In ‘fact, one of the founda- 
tions for Scotland’s high 
repute in world soccer is the 
northern country’s favorable 
“balance of payments” in its 
continuing rivalry over Eng- 
land. This rivalry stretches 
back to 1872, with the Scots 
having 39 wins, 22 ties and 38 
defeats in 99 matches.

It 
only Jasted 4 days, and took 
only one offer of the national 
team’s managership for him to 
pack his bags and return 
home. 


His credo is one which could 
and should be taken to heart by 
all players, officials and 
coaches involved with the 
sport of soccer.

ering.

Stein and his blue shirted 
army take on the old enemy, 
England, on Saturday. 

All Scottish eyes will focus 
in on this traditional battle to 
see whether Stein’s magic is at 
last wearing off. 

A win against the English 
could be just the tonic needed 
to bolster the Scots and make 
them raise a few eyebrows in 
Spain.
